The committee in charge received appli- 
cations for several thousand more tickets 
of admission than there were seats in 
the hall. E.K-Repreaeutntive Wildntn 
presided and delivered the opening ad- 
dress. The meeting was a very enthusi- 
astic one. and the following declaration 
was unanimously adopted: 

"With profound indignation we have 
noticed the persistent efforts of English 
American newspapers not only to incite 
among our people vicious prejudices 
against Germany and to defame the 
character of the Germun-Americaus, but 
also to drag the United States into an 
alliance with England. 

"As loyal citizens of this republic it is 
our right us well as our duty to resist 
these wicked practices with all due iiriiif 
The immigrants from Germany

THE COLONELS APOLOGIZE. 

General llutton Prescribes This Settle- 
ment of the Bow in Montreal. 

Montreal, March 27.— (Special)— A mili- 
tary scandal has been avoided by the 
two interested officers apologizing to each 
other upon the command of Gen. llutton. 
The two officers are Col. Roy, acting 
District Officer Commanding, and Col 
Cooke, commanding officer of the Prince 
of Wales Fusiliers.

Secretary Hay has held 
further conferences with Ambassador 
V on Holleben, of Germany, and Sir Jul- 
ian Pnuncefote, the British ambassador, 
but these, it is stated quite positively, 
have not advanced the subject toward 'a 
settlement. The Berlin report in one of 
the London papers to the effect that the 
Germans hud determined to abandon the 
support of King Mataafa in order to 
induce the United States to withdraw 
Chief ,) list ice Chambers, is not borne 
out by any propositions made here. It is 
the view of the state department that if 
the Germans withdraw support from 
.Mataafa, the trouble would practically 
be over as the kingship is at the bottom 
of the present affair. Thus fur, bow- 
ever, there has been no intimation that 
the Germans would abandon Mataafa. 
On the contrary, the understanding has 
been that the contention between Mataafa 
and Malleto would go over to await 
fuller information, the only action in the 
meantime being restricted to the contro- 
versy between the German, American 
and British consular and municipal of- 
ficers. 



BURNED BY THE BAYS. 

A Patient Sues French Doctor for 
Injuries Resulting from Experi- 
ment. 

Paris. March 27 — Some time ago a 
doctor who was treating Mine. Mochert, 
a .voting woman, for an affection of the 
thigh joint attempted to photograph the 
seat of trouble with the Roentgen ravs. 
Mine. Mochert posed three times. The 
third exposal e lasted over an hour and 
it was subsequently noticed that stripes 
appeared on the skin, which was appar- 
ently burnt. This burn resulted in a 
wound that caused long illness and Mine. 
Mochert sued the doctor for 0,000 francs 
damages. 

The case was heard yesterday. One 
of the witnesses. Dr. Bardet, secretary 
of the Soeicte Therapeutique, testified 
that burning would result in rare in- 
stances from the use of the Roentgen 
rays. Everything depended upon the 
patient's physical condition. lie main- 
tained that if doctors were made respon- 
sible for such accidents they would be 
obliged to renounce the use of the ravs. 
The court reserved decision. 



PETITION THE QUEEN, 

British Subjects in the Transvaal De- 
clare That Their Position Is 
Intolerable. 

London, March '27.— A despatch to the 
Times from Johannesburg says that a 
petition to Queen Victoria, signed by the 
21,000 British subjects in the Transvaal, 
litis been bunded to the British agent at 
Pretoria.

Washington, March 27.— The duration 
of the battle is beginning to attract the 
attention of army strategists as it. is a 
very important element in determining 
Hie strength of men, the supplies of urn- 
munition and stores and the spirit of 
the army. The first blow was struck 
before daybreak last Saturday and the 
lighting continued all that, day, again on 
Sunday and now on Monday. The re- 
ports show little night lighting, except m 
repulsing an insurgent attack Saturday 
night. With to-day the fighting bad inst- 
il 72 hours. Judged by the standards 
of great battles such as Waterloo, 1'lev- 
und others mentioned by army au- 
thorities, this is a long and intensely 
arduous engagement. But the lighting 
about Manila is quite different from the 
standards of the civilized armies, as ,it 
running brush conflict with only oc- 
casional issues between organized bodies 
if troops. 

The main matter in these long continu- 
d lights is to have all supplies, stores, 
etc., kept abreast of the lighting force, 
that there may be no exhaustion. Iu 
this respect all the reports of the right- 
ing at Manila are most gratifying to the 
uithorities here in showing that the 
Ittartermaster and commissary are well 
up with our lighting line. 

The belief is expressed at the war de- 
partment that the Filipinos are manu- 
facturing the ammunition that is being 
used with such recklessness. When 
General Green was in the Philippines he 
went to the Filipino camps and remained 
some time among them. His report to 
the President shows that the Filipinos 
obtained quite a large supply of arms 
and ammunition when Dewey captured 
Cavite and that they bad theretofore ob- 
tained a supply of Remingtons and Mau- 
sers. General Green also found that the 
Filipinos bad established a factory for 
the manufacture of ammunition for these 
rifles and this factory probably Ls still in 
operation and furnishing sutllcieut sup- 
ply to insurgents. 

SUNDAY'S FIGHTING. 
Manila, .March 20.— 7:.'!0 p.m.— The 
United States troops, under Brig. Geu. 
Hall Lloyd Wheaton, captured the town 
of Mulinta, beyond the Tuliahau river, 
to-day after a sharp light. Col. Harry 
C. Egbert, of the Twenty-second regular 
infantry, was killed. 

Prince Loewenstein, formerly aide-de- 
camp on the stall' of Brig. Gen. Miller 
at lloilo, somehow got in front of the 
tiring line and was shot iu the side, dying 
almost instantly. A German who ac- 
companied him was wounded. 

The American casualties to-day were: 
much lighter than those of yesterday, 
the total losses thus far reported since 
the engagement commenced being 45 kill- 
ed and 1-15 wounded. 

Gen. Wheaton entered Malintu, which 
is a small village of huts, at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. The United States gun- 
boat Helena and other gunboats have 
been shelling Malubon, about a mile, 
northwest of Caloocan, for several hours. 

The insurgents made a fierce resistance 
to the American advance up the railroad 
at Malintu. In addition to the fatal 
wounding of Col. Egbert, several men of 
the Twenty-second infantry and several 
men of the Oregon nnd Kansas regiments 
were killed. 

Evidently anticipating a bombardment 
by the fleet, a thousand rebels vacated 
Malabou hist night, leaving a few to 
burn the town. Gen. Wheatou's brigade 
composed of the Second Oregon regiment 
and the Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
infantry, stretched out along the rail- 
road from Caloocan to the Tuliuhun river, 
was powerless to prevent the withdrawal 
owing to the natural obstacles and to 
the strong opposition. A column of 
smoke at daybreak was the first intima- 
tion of the enemy's intention, but others 
followed at various points, all soon blend- 
ing in a dense balloon-shaped cloud. The 
flames of the burning rice mills and large 
buildings could be plainly seen from 
Caloocan despite the strong sunlight. 

Bv 11 o'clock in the morning the out- 
building of importance not destroyed in 
the centre of the town was a large sWue 
church, but even at noon fresh tires 
were started among the native huts in 
the outskirts of Malahon, although the 
general exodus took place much earlier. 
Many of the rebels sought refuge iu the 
suburbs of Nrivotus and Casag, or were 
driven inland by the shells of the Helena, 
Ningdnpan and Lagunn de Bay. 

In the meantime Gen. Wheuton's brig- 
ade held the railroad lo the river, but 
was unable either to repair the bridge, 
which had been destroyed by the enemy,

New York, March 27.— It Is reported 
that, the fragments of three bodies were 
found at the Windsor hotel tire ruins to- 
day. The total of d«md now is 32, the 
identified dead numbering eleven and the 
unknown dead 21. The list of missing 
is still very large, numbering ftbout 
forty. Most of the injured have recover- 
ed and have been discharged from the 
hospitals. The third body found to-day 
was uncovered late this afternoon near 
the 46th street side and was 2"> feet from 
the annex wall. It is believed that the 
remains are those of a woman and prob- 
ably a domestic employed at the hotel.

Occasionally the artil- 
lery and infantry tired across the stream. 
FinaMy the engineers moved a construc- 
tion train up to the bridge, the iron 
framework of which remained, and began 
to replace the tloor. 

While this was going on, the Second 
Oregon regiment, crossed the river on the 
left and the Twenty-second on the right, 
with four companies of the Twenty-third 
infantry supporting the hitter regiment. 
A rising clear ground stretched away a 
distance of half a mile to M ill in t a, situ- 
ated on its crest. j 
In front of the village were strong Lull- 
pino intreuchmeuts, but no Filipinos 
were to be seen. Apparently they had 
lied. The Twenty-second regiment ap- 
proached diagonally with tieit. Wheaton 
and bis staff close behind, and scouts I 
closely observing the ground. 

When the Americans wen- within 
about. 300 yards of the intronchments the 
Filipino* suddenly volleyed heavily. The 
Twenty-second, which was holding t lit* | 
centre," suffered considerably, but with 
the Oregons on the lefl and the Kunsaus 
on the right in the woods, the lighting 
was kept, up for halt an hour, the i 
Twenty-second infantry advancing up : 
the slope through the thick grass under 
the hottest lire. 

Ocn. Wheaton and stall were all the 
time under a rain of bullets. Col. Eg- 
bert, who was in the thickest of the 
lighting, was shot in the abdomen. He 
was placed on ;i stretcher and an at- 
tempt was made to carry him to the cars, 
but he died on the way. It was a most 
affecting scene. Gen. Wheaton, baring 
his head, said: " You have done nobly." 
Col. Egbert gasped in reply: " I must 
die; 1 am too old." 

No Filipinos were found in the trenches. 
Though apparently their force was 
much smaller than that of the Ameri- 
cans, they had an immense advantage in 
position and opportunity to retreat. 

Gen. MneArthur's advance guard, the 
Third artillery and the Twentieth Kan- 
sas regiment joined in Gen. Wheaton's 
brigade shortly after Malinta was taken, 
approaching along the Novaliehes road 
westerly. 

The soldiers wen- much exhausted, ami 
there were several prostrations from the 
heat, which was intense. The dead and 
wounded were collected in the shade of 
the trees and carried on stretchers by 
Chinese across the river to the train. 

After luncheon Gen. MneArthur's divi- 
sion advanced toward Polo. 

The Second Oregon regiment encoun- 
tered a thousand Filipinos west of Mal- 
inta. who were retreating from Malabon. 
The enemy had taken up a position be- 
hind four rows of entrenchments, but 
were driven out after an hour's heavy 
tiring. One Oregouian was killed and 
live wounded. 

The Third artillery, acting as infantry, 
with two guns of the Utah artillery and 
the Kansas, had a sharp fight east of 
Malinta. The Americans had but slight 
losses. Five Filipinos were found dead 
and several were taken prisoners.

The Mavor urged that this resolution 
be deferred until the Sorby scheme com- 
mittee presented its report. He held 
that it would be very contradictory ac~ 
lion for tin- council to pass such a reso- 
lution immediately sifter appointing the 
committee to investigate - Mr. Sorby s 
plans, 

Aid. Brydon opposed the resolution on 
the ground that when Victoria's : members 
went to Ottawa they wont pledged to 
support the Sorby scheme. To pass such 
a resolution as this would confuse them 
with its contradTctorincsa. 

Aid. Cameron look occasion to correct 
a general misunderstanding— that he was 
in opposition to the Sorby scheme. lie 
denied that he endorsed Aid. Humphrey s 
views in this matter, and concurred in 
what Aid. Brydon had said. This matter 
was one which ho held it would be well 
to delav action in. 

An amendment was eventually pro- 
posed and carried— that consideration at 
this resolution lie deferred until the re- 
port, of the Sorby scheme committee hud 
been received. 

The expenditure by-law was finally 
passed, and Aid. Beckwith's Suiuiuy 
•■losing by-lttW set for its second reading 
two weeks hence, the father of the 
measure being at present absent from 
the city. 

Aid. Stewart's lire limits by-law wna 
introduced and received its first reading. 
The second was then asked for and op- 
posed by Aid. Brydon. 

" It will take a two-thirds vote of the 
council to enable you to proceed with it 
to-night," said the- mayor. 

Aid. Stewart was willing to test the 
feeling of tin- council and moved uceordV 
ingly '■ that the by-law be read a second 
time now." 

In amendment Aid. MacGregor moved 
that tin- second reading be " this day six 
months." 

Aid. lirydon thought any reduction or 
contraction of the lire limits a retrograde 
step, ami in this he was endorsed by Aid. 
Mud Iregor.

■, 'fltli BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Governor Brady of Alaska is reported 
its having said: "Tehere is a point on the 
Stiklne river that for years has been re 
ganlcd as the boundary line. Thousands 
of minors have passed up and down the 
river, merchants have done immense busi- 
ness and this has been always rccog 
utacd as the boundary line. An Ameri 
can citizen is operating a quartz ledge 
six miles below the recognized boundary 
The Canadian officials have gone 
six miles below him, thus making a gap 
of twelve miles. They compel him to pay 
duties on his supplies which lie takes 
in to operate this ledge." 

We doubt if Governor Brady speaks 
from personal knowledge of this mat- 
ter, and his statement is very misleading, 

■ even if it is strictly accurate. It con- 
veys the impression that United States 

•citizens have boon doing a large business 
u|K>n the Stikine that is in United States 
territory, while we all know that in point 
of fact until last year there was little or 
no business, except transportation, done 
on Clint part of the river which could by 
any pretence be claimed to be in Alaska. 
Even at present there is little or no 
business carried oti along that part of 
the Stikine. All the mercantile and 
other industries to which Governor 
Brady refers were transacted in British 
'Columbia, and it made no difference 
Whatever to busines men, where the 
■.boundary was located. 

The facts in regard to the boundary are 
substantially as follows. Some time ago, 
in order to provide for the collection of 
duties on goods going into British Co- 
lumbia by way of the Stikine, a customs 
officer was stationed at tin; Great Glacier, 
which is about 45 miles from the mouth 
of the river. No attempt was made to 
define the boundary at that time, the lo- 
cation being chosen solely for conveni- 

■ gece. During the Mackenzie administra- 
tion a question arose regarding the ar- 
rest of a oriminal on the river, and as 
I he result of some correspondence be- 
tween the Dominion and the United 
States governments, it was agreed that 
a conventional line should be established, 
and in consequence Mr. Joseph Hunter, 
O.E., was sent out to locate a line, which 
he did just below the bend of the Sti- 
kine, and about 30 miles from the sea. 
He selected two mountain peaks, ode on 
each side of the river, and erected a 
monument on each side of the river in 
line with them, and this has been recog- 
nized as the boundary from that time to 
the present. 

We can hardly believe that Canadian 
oflleers would disregard this agreement 
and claim a right to exercise jurisdic- 
tion below the Hunter line. II' they have 
done so, they ought to be directed to ob- 
serve the agreement under which that line 
was established. Bui as we have said, 
Governor Brady probably does not speak 
in this matter from a personal knowledge 
and there may really be no ground for 
complaint. 

I N SOU V E NCY LBGISLATIO X . 

'The Canadian Law Journal deals with 
the necessity for insolvency legislation. 
It. claims that a good Insolvency law is 
-needed both in the interest of the creditor 
• and the debtor. "Without credit the 
whole commercial system would collapse 
and trade would be paralyzed" says the 
Journal, and it goes on to argue for a 
law based upon the principle that the 
property of an insolvent debtor belongs 
to his creditors- On the debtor's side it 
deplores the inability of au honest, debtor 
to obtain a discharge from his liabilities 
on the surrender of his assets, and says 
that by (he present system, or rather 
want of system, "the debtor is driven to 
means flavoring of trickery in order to 
establish his means of livelihood." The 
Bankruptcy Act of England is recom- 
mended as a basis for Canadian Icg's- 
latioiu. The Journal concludes its article 
as follows: "We have reason to think 
that tberc is " strong feeling not only 
amongst the mercantile classes, but in 
the profession, that the. time lias come 
for the passing of it bankruptcy act for 
Canada." With (his opinion' the Colonist 
wholly agrees. 



VICTORIA C1UTICIZED. 

We have received a copy of the Water- 
loo Advertiser in which appears a letter 
dealing with the phrase "Canada for the 
Canadians," in which after dealing with 
"the selfish desire for isolation on the 
part of active Canadians," the writer 
says: 

The city most blamablc in this respect 
is Victoria, B.C., and I will relate an 
instance. A Scotojl gentleman settled 
there with a family some time ago, and 
from childish motives of jealousy every 
possible obstacle was placed in his way. 
He however, from his national pluck 
arrived at the top of his profession but 
with scant respect for most of the citi- 
zens. 

Wc do not know who the gentleman 
referred to is, nor does any name suggest 
itself us thai of a person whom the story 
fits. The criticism is hardly just. Vic- 
toria extends a very kindly welcome to 
strangers, and we are sure that if any 
person has lived here with a family and 
been successful in business, and yet "has 
scant respect for mosl of the citizens," 
the fault must be largely in himself. 
That business and social conditions are 
somewhat, different in Victoria to what 
they are in other places must be admit- 
ted: but persons who' have had experi- 
ence in more than one community know 
that the same remark applies to every 
place. Each town has its local peculiar! 
ties, and every new comer does not ill 
ways find things jusl as he would liki 
them to be. All over the West persons 
can be met who have made a success in 
one town after having failed in others. 
Doubtless there are those who find Vic 
toria difficult ground; hut on the othei 
hand there are those whom it suits ad 
mirahly. We deny in the most abso- 
lute way (hat the people of Victoria havt 
any desire Tor isolation. Years ago 
when the days of the .Hudson's Bay Com 
puny and the Crown Colony regimi 
were passing awny, there may have been 
those who regarded the coming of new 
people as an intrusion. Change is always 
distasteful to some, hut whatever feel 
ing of that kind then existed has passed 
away, anil no part of Canada is more 
desirous of being the reverse of isolated 
than Victoria, and in no place are new 
comers more heartily welcomed. Tin 
Advertiser's correspondent has made On 
mistake of generalizing from a single in 

stance. 

THE (TlToWTH OF TRUSTS. 

The telegraphic despatches of March 
21 si gave accounts of the formation of 
trusts upon a scale almost without pi 
cedent, and certainly without precedent 
as the news of a single day. From 
Chicago a shoe-shop trust was reported 
wilh a capital of ?00,000,000; from 
Philadelphia came a report of a mill 
trust with $10,000,000 behind it; Chi 
en go reported a sheet-steel combine with 
a capital of $50,000,000; also an oil 
trust backed up by English capital with 
$250,000,000 to buck the Standard Oil 
with; Philadelphia has added a steel 
trust with $85,000,000; the New York 
cauners are getting together with 
$20,000,000 in the combine; the maker: 
of photographic supplies are amalgamat 
ing with a capital of $12,000,000, an< 
the manufacturers of straw boards wen 
putting §0,000,000 up so as to control 
that line. In all this calls for a capital 
of $532,000,000, which even in tliesi 
days of large sums will Ik? regarded as 
a groat deal of money. 

This rapid growth of trusts and coin- 
bines is one of the most serious features 
of the business situation in America. 
Every year sees them becoming more 
powerful and more comprehensive. There 
is almost a craze for trusts. Legislation 
has as yet been unnh|e to restrict, their 
formation in any degree. Combination 
is the result of too much competition, 

BRITISH TAXATION. 

The news from London that the gov- 
ernment may have to resort to the imposi- 
tion of customs duties in order to main- 
tain the revenue at the point necessary 
to avoid deficits possesses a great deal of 
interest. The English newspapers re 
ceived by the last mail do not disclose at 
much anxiety as the cablegrams report, 
and it is possible that the latter an 
colored to nome extent in order to suit 
the American appetite for sensation. 
Vet it is a. very notable thing that then' 
should be any talk about resorting to 
duties on grain and sugar. We hardly 
know what the effect of this would he. 
British free trade has been a unique 
policy, and has been remarkably success- 
ful. Any departure from it will possess 
grcilt interest in every quarter of the 
globe. 

The new taxation is said to he ciilled 
for by the extensive defence preparations 
contemplated, This is the firsl time in 
many years that the cost of maintaining 
the imperial strength at what is deemed 
a right standard has been fell to be a 
very serious strain upon the national ex- 
chequer. If duties must: he imposed, 
the Mother Country will have something 
later to offer her colonics in the way of 
a compensation for any preference that 
may be extended to her.

"ALU HONORABLE MEN." 

This being an off-time among the poli- 
ticians, there is a. great deal of interest 
of a not very exciting kind in the mutter 
of titles, which as yet is happily confined 
to the prefix " Hon.", meaning thereby 
Honorable. We have a letter from Mr. 
B. W. I'earse on the subject, in which he 
appears to make gocd his claim to the 
prefix. It is not given to him in this 
article, because the Colonist has for some 
time refrnineil from using the title , in 
connection with any living person. There 
is good precedent for this. No one 
though! it necessary to refer lo Mr. Glad- 
stone in his time as Rt, Hon., nor does 
any one, except an American editor, fnel 
called upon to speak of Mr. Chamberlain 
wilh any prolix, We do not call Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler the Rt, Hon. Sir Wil- 



frid Lnuricr, any more than we speak of 
the Hon. Sir Charles Tupper. 

We think the use of honorary titles 
ought to be confined to news paragraphs, 
and then only when the reference is to 
the persons in some public capacity. The 
notion that it is necessary to speak of 
the lion. John Doe's grocery or the' Hon. 
Richard Roe's ranch seems to the Colo- 
t to he somewhat absurd. While dis- 
couraging the use of titles, when they 
can be dropped without discourtesy or 
without loss to the news value of a state- 
ment, we are prepared to admit that all 
to whom we give the prefix " Hon." and 
all from whom we take it away are one 
and all honorable men.

"Two Men o' Mcndip" is a very forc- 
ibly written story of mining life in the 
hills of Somersetshire, during the early 
jast of the century. The Western dialect 
which is the only language used conver- 
sationally throughout the book, is very 
quaint and humorous and the characters 
are lifelike. John Winterhead is a good 
study in his strength and manliness, and 
bis unshaken adherence lo his primitive 
ideas of justice. Patty, his daughter and 
only child, is an example of what, a 
timid, trusting girl will do for love. The 
story opens with Patty and her friend 
Sophia Pierce watching the return of the 
men from the Hanging Fair where they 
have been to witness the execution of 
a sheep thief. It is the hitter's son, 
Giles Stnnderwich, who that night mur- 
ders one of the hangmen, and with whom 
afterwards Patty falls in love. John 
Winterhead. who has heard Tierce's last 
words, alone knows of Standerwich's 
guilt, and pitying the lad's youth and the 
sad circumstances surrounding the crime 
— much against his better judgment- 
decides to shield him, though, lover of 
truth and justice as he is, his secret 
knowledge causes him much anxiety and 
gradually keenet remore. Standorwioh, 
whoe chief claim to public fnvor seems to 
be his great physical strength and his ab- 
solute fearlessness, has since his father's 
disgraceful death, lived quite alone, 
shunning all society, and brooding much 
over his trouble. He meets Patty, whose 
henrt warms to him on account of his 
great misfortune* She is angry wilh her 
father for his. to her, unreasonable 
avoidance and ill-treatment of Stnnder- 
wich. The latter has, for a long time, 
been secretly in love with Batty. He 
asks her to let him show her a cave 
through the woods in a cliff near the 
water, the existence of which is known 
only to himself. It is here, shortly af- 
terwards that ho tolls her of his love', and 
Patty, whose pity has speedily grown 
into that passion, gives him, after a little, 
the answer he wishes, nnd they are 
secretly married. But of necessity, their 
meetings are always clandestine, nnd 
Winterhead, who trusts his daughter as 
he trusts himself, never suspects, until 
very suddenly, be learns through Sophia 
Tierce, that Patty hives the murderer. 
He watches the lovers meet on the cliff, 
and can put but one, interpretation upon 
what -be - sees. When bis -daughter has 
gone ho follows Stnnderwich through 
the circuitous path to the case, which he 
enters unseen behind (he other. 

"The haired of the lnsl six months was 
in (bat moment, the longing to be free 
from all secret ill his heart had Buffered 
cried out to him. The hurt that can 
never be healed — (he burning shame of 
Pnttv. his Patty, little mouse, led astray 
and rained by the cursed cunning of a 
murdering rogue, who should be swing- 
ing in the wind and rolling long ago, 
upon the wayside gibbet (ree, was swell- 
ing his hear!, At sight of him, he grasp- 
ed the stake in both hands, rushed for- 
ward, set, his teeth and struck with all 
his might. Without cry or groan, the 
groover dropped forward on the stones." 

Returning to the cave Winterhead 
cannot find Patly, but there is a letter 
for him, rrom her. which tells him (hat 
she and Slanderwich have been married 
a month, and that she had gone to live 
at his new house, a mile from her 
father's farm. He seeks her (here. but. 
cannot find her, For a week he looks in 
vain. The neighbours laugh at. him. 
Knowing now of the wedding they say 
the two ore honeymooning. A month 
passes, and the winter comes, nnd with it 
the result of the father's mind to give 
himself up to justice. He goes to the 
constable and confesses the murder he 



has done, asking that ho be punished. | 
The constable, who is a friend of Win- 
lerhead's, begs him to keep the secret,) 
for the latter is a man known and loved 
in the community, the best of neigh- 
bors and citizens. "Patty had been hid- 
ing awuv," he tells the remorse stricken 
man; "she would return by mid bye and 
all would be well again." At dusk the 
constable goes to the cave to seek tin; 
body. Dale rehiring ho comes to Wini- 
tcrhcad. '"Twere just the very same aw- 
you zaid," be tells him, "only — " 

"Have anybody foun' it out?" ques- 
tions Winterhead. 

"Ay," replies the constable, slowly. 
"There was another in the cave." 

Still the truth did not come to John 
Winterhead. 

"She do lie by bis zide, wi the arm o' 
her roun' his neck," says Solomon. "She 
mus' abroke the heart o' her for love, 
there's a bastich a patched wi' vit- 
uals, all stale and blue vinnied now, aput 
doun, where you do jus' go in." 

John Winterhead is very quiet. He 
leaves the constable and goes out of the 
house anil away. It is storming out- 
side, lie trudges along the lonely road 
through the bills. When morning comes 
he has reached the city. He does not 
falter, but goes slowly down the hillside 
to give himself up. In April, in the early 
evening the people returned from another 
Hanging Fair. 

II. A- Vachell has written a. tale of 
California life, under the title of "A 
Drama in Sunshine." It is a book worth 
reading. One follows with interest the 
love stury of Diimuris, the daughter of a 
very beautiful and very bad Spanish wo- 
man. The (diild inherits to a certain ex- 
tent her mother's characteristics of beau- 
ty and passion. She is adopted by an 
Episcopal clergyman, a man -who seems 
in live almost solely upon his ideals. 
Possibly because they are too .insubstan- 
tial he dies when Damaris is hut fifteen, 
but (he influence he exerts upon his 
adopted daughter's lif» is very great, 
while he lives, and after bis death. Da- 
maris marries young an eminently prac- 
tical business man, William Chilling- 
worth, whose success is due simply to 
his duplicity and unscrupulousnoss- .The 
girl does not realize this until after they 
have been wedded, or that she has given 
her whole life and heart to him, while his 
greater self is wrapt up in the attaining 
of wealth and position, which, to him, 
mean happiness. Another charaotor is 
introduced into the story, who bids fair, 
at first, to separate husband and wife. 
She is Joan, the daughter of Chilling- 
worth's partner, a very worldly and 
beautiful girl, who loves Damaris' hus- 
band, and whose brother Reginald is in 
love with Damaris herself. Many com- 
plications arise. Damaris learning the 
secret of her birth, feeling the disgrace of 
it, and jealous of Joan, is half mad with 
grief, and her mother's passionate nature 
asserts itself. She tells Reginald that sho 
will leave her husband, for him. 

The plot is too complicated to give in 
dc ail. There is much trouble, some 
blood shed and a barely averted tragedy 
at the end. 

The most attractive parts of the story 
are the descriptions of Damaris, the 
struggles of her dual nature, and the 
triumph of the pure woman's love, .at 
the last.

trying his luck in the Atlin mining dis- 
trict. Opinions appear to differ in re- 
gard to the children whose lives were lost 
with the Thistle. Frank Worthington 
of Nanaimo. who is personally acqunint- 
d with all Qualicum folk, declares that 
the Thames family included no children, 
while that of William Ford embraced 
little folk at all ages down to two years. 

Claim Jumping Everywhere. — Mr. 
Morgan Williams, who arrived here yes- 
lay from Atlin City, which point he 
left as recently as the 20th instant, 
brings the news that the record books 
have not yet been opened by Commis- 
sioner Graham, but that claims are be- 
"jumped" promiscuously on every 
i'k in tli» district, on the chance that 
they may prove lo be American owned 
iriginally. One claim owned by Mr. S. 
W. Butler — who just now is at the Hotel 
Victoria — lias already been jumped nine 
times, and after all the jumpers will dis- 
cover when the time comes that the 
iriginal owner has an unassailable title. 
There are now about 2,000 men in the 
Atlin district, and a thousand more on 
the trails going in. 

A "One Month" Day. — One month at 
hard labor was the prevailing sentence at 
the city police court yesterday. The first 
offenders to be denlt with were Sam 
Sing and Ah Fung, two wily Chinese 
who have been making a practice of 
ling themselves to coal from the E. 
& N. wharf, carrying it away by the 
ackful and subsequently retailing it to 
their own advantage. For one month 
I hey will be industriously employed nn- 
ler the supervision of Warden Johns. 
Harry Dixon, who acknowledged him- 
self in possession of a stolen coat, also 
will serve a 30 days' term, with hard 
labor. There is little difference in the 
eves of the law in the theft of a coat or 
coal. 



■Tust as a sensational report brought 
down by the steamers Cottage City and 
Humboldt to the effect that the C. P. N. 
Company's steamer Tees was a total 
wreck in northern waters commenced to 
gain circulation, that reliable steamer 
entered the harbor, hardly an hour later 
than she was expected. The Tees did 
meet with an accident but it was no- 
where as' serious as at first reported 
It was on Saturday morning at 1:80 that 
the accident occurred, the mate being on 
the bridge at the time and a deckhand at 
the wheel, the quartermaster being ill. 
The cause was a misunderstanding be- 
tween the mate and the man at the 
wheel. The steamer had just passed 
through a narrow and dangerous pass- 
age near Senfortu Channel, and the 
mate gav<Mhe man his course and then 
turned to liis log book. Within two 
minutes the mate finished his entry in 
the log book and turning saw that the 
steamer was heading directly for the 
shore, was in fact already under the 
trees of Thorbourue island. He first 
helped the man to throw tin; wheel over 
and then rushed to the telephone but the 
ship had struck before the course could 
be changed or the engines reversed. For- 
tunately although the shore was rooky 
the rocks were smooth and the steamer 
was not badly damaged. She ran high 
up on the rucks and remained there for 
twenty-two hours, when by shifting the 
ballast from the fore to the after tanks 
she floated with the full tide and was 
headed directly for Victoria. 

At no time was there the least ex- 
citement or any danger. The steamer 
took no water, excepting in the small 
forward compartment which might fill 
up without endangering or even impelling 
the speed of the steamer. It will be ne- 
cessary to dock the vessel for slight 
repairs. 

The place where the steamer struck 
was within a mile and a half of the 
rocks on which the Willapa was wrecked 
and the vicinity many accidents have 
happened to northern shipping. The ac- 
cident, however, is accountable for only 
through the misunderstanding between 
the two men. The mate lias been run- 
ning north for two years anil this is his 
first mishap and the night was bright 
and clear. 

Despite the accident and consequent 
delay the Tees made a smart trip, hav- 
ing line weather both ways. She left 
Skugvvay on Thursday evening and was 
coining through without stopping. She 
brought thirteen passengers, to which 
the superstition will no doubt lay the 
accident. Among them was Mr. Fred 
Whyte of this city, who has returned 
from a Hying visit to Atlin. of which dis- 
trict ho was one of the pioneers.

Apace in tke Rich Mines of 
Vancouver Island. 



Almost fifty tona of ece from different 
West Coast mineral properties arrived 
here on the steamer Queen City yester- 
day afternoon in transit to Tnooma for 
smelting. Of this one ton is from the 
vein struck by Mr. li. J. Short at Gran- 
ite Creek, 2T> tons is from Hayes' camp. 
AJbemi; twelve lone from the Iron Club 
mines, Clayoquot, and ten ten tons from 
the Quatsino Smelting and Milling Com- 
pany's claims at Quatsino. Mr. A. J. 
Clyde, the manager of the lust named 
mine, accompanies the ten-ton shipment. 
He sjiys it is the lirst that has boon made 
from the mine, as it was only last mouth 
that development work was commenced. 
The mine is owned by a Spokane com- 
pany, which on the 20th of January 
last sent Mr. Clyde and six men down 
to open it uj>. Since then the men have 
opened two tunnels, running about -o 
feet into the bodies of ore, then? being 
two veins of 12 and 1G feet width re- 
spectively. They lead back from the 
water for n considerable distance and 
Mr. Clyde thinks there must be at least 
10,000 tons of such ore as he brought to 
Victoria yesterday, in sight. It assays in 
gold, copper and silver from $7 to iji'JO 
a ton. 

The mine is doubtless one of many that 
will this year be opened up at Quatsino 
According to rumor Col. ii. EL Hayes 
the well known mine owner of Alberni 
Canal, purposes shortly sinking a shaft 
at Quatsino while work on the new coal 
mine goes steadily but slowly along 
Phillip Howe, the superintendent of op 
orations, is coming south in n week oi 
so via the east coast and. is going to San 
Francisco with the intention, it is un- 
derstood, of buying more machinery. An 
unexpected flow of water interferes with 
the work now going on and it is thought 
Unit heavier pumps will be required be- 
fore the shaft can be sunk much lower. 

Clayoquot, too, has its mining excite- 
ment. News brought by the Queen City 
is that a crosscut has recently been run 
on the Seattle group and though a shaft 
had been sunk nine foot i.i the ore led 
the outer walls had not been found.

COMING WEST. j 

Thousands of People Coming to 'Cke 
Const to Take Up Their Hittnea. 

The efforts of t5ie three big (transconti- 
nental roads to settle the country through 
which they pass, and which have ended 
in the second-class west-bound passenger 
rate war, will undoubtedly bring many 
immigrants to the Coast this year, in 
fact there is already heavy travel west- 
ward on the three roads. The St. Paul 
Pioneer-Press in a recent issue referred 
to the travel on the two American roads, 
and said those roads expected to send 
5,000 immigrants west during the month. 
The C. P. It. will no doubt send as many, 
if not more, and if the record is kept up 
the population of the West will be materi- 
ally increased before the summer closes. 
Continuing the St. Paul paper says: 

"One of the northern lines has received 
during the past two weeks l,(JO0 Inquiries 
from parties who will como West In April, 
and the (Ireat Northern ami Northern I'a- 
clfle ofllcials will run extra trains next 
week to carry colonists bound for North 
Dakota, 

"One noticeable feature of these excur- 
sions Is that uearly all the travellers have 
purchased one-way tickets, an indication 
that they are going West to locate, uud 
not on a prospecting tour. 

"The Northern Pacific people are doing 
exceedingly well with their now double 
dally service. Up to the present time 
twelve trains lane arrived at Portland, 
Or., nine of which have been on time and 
only one seriously delayed. During l tie 
same period twelve trains have arrived 
at St. Paul, of which nine have been on 
lime and only three behind time, the 
greatest delay being one hour. Consider- 
ing the fast schedule anil the time of the 
year which It was Inaugurated, that Is, 
when we are having changeable weather, 
and that the distance to Pert laud Is 2,05(1 
miles, this performance Is exceedingly com- 
plimentary to that road. 

"Seine Idea of what the Northern Pa- 
cific Is doing can be gained by comparing 
the time of the limited trains 'between 
St. Paul and Chicago, and rue trains of 
the Northern Pacific between Spokane 
and Taconui. The latter two points were 
selected because the mileage Is practically 
the same its the shortest route between 
Chicago and St. Paul. From St. Paul to 
Chicago Is 402 miles: from Tiieonin t" 
Sponnne 101 miles. The time consumed 
between St. Paul and Chicago is thirteen 
pours and ten minutes, an average of 
80.1 miles nn hour.

"I thought von wanted news," observ- 
ed a third. "The strike's busted or next 
tiling to it. 

Such would appear to be the case also 
from the Skagway papers, which have 
shed their lurid headlines and once more 
divide their space between the news of 
the "inside" and the news of the "out- 
side." 

And such a conclusion is still further 
confirmed in a letter which General 
Agent Greer has received from Presi- 
dent E. C. Hawkins of the White Pass 
&. Yukon road. In Ibis communication 
the news is given that Skagway is no 
longer under martial law, and very little 



Reports from the sealing grounds off 
the Lower California coast, as also those 
011 the West Coast of Vancouver Island, 
are very favorable to large catches being 
made this year. The Geneva's rare good 
luck, of which telegraphic advices were 
received on Saturday, censed to be the 
talk of the sealing men when the 
steamer Queen City arrived from the 
West Coast yesterday afternoon, bring- 
ing practically the first news of the hunt- 
ing operations on tin? northern grounds. 
The steamer had stowed away in her 
holds 913 skins, belonging to the schooner 
Mermaid. She took the valuable fur 
pelts aboard at Euclnelet, where the 
Mermaid had called 011 the 22nd instant 
for stores. Not. getting' the necessary 
supplies there, the schooner proceeded 
from Euclnelet to Clayoquot, and on 
Friday last put to sea. The Favorite, 
too, was in tit Eneliielet, looking for In- 
dian hunters. She secured 11 canoes 
and went lo sea on Friday last. The 
Diana, at San Juan with 332 skins, was 
the only other sealer spoken or beard of 
by the officers of the Queen City. 

Capt. Hughes reports the weather and 
sea very smooth and seals plentiful. That 
they are plentiful all along the coast 
seems evident from the fact that the tug 
Pilot, which returned from Juneau last 
week, reported having passed through a 
big herd of seal off the Baranoff straits. 

The greatest difficulty that has thus far 
stood in the way of 11 successful season 
has been that of being unable to get 
Indian hunters at rales that would pay 
the owners of the vessels. This trouble 
brought two vessels back to port on Sun- 
lay, and has caused many others n great 
s of time. The vessels to return 
ere the Sim Diego anil Horealis, neither 
r which could get hunters at less than 
n. For this reason they were 
tillable to leave the const, and they will 
now be obliged lo take Indian hunters or 
wait until the Tall season begins.

MEETING OK THE BANK OP 
B1UT1BH NORTH AMERICA. 

The sixty-third annual general meeting 
of the proprietors of the Hani: of British 
North America was held at the olilces, .! 
Clement's Lane, B.C., on Tuesday. March 
7, under the presidency of Mr. Richard II. 
Glyri. The other members present were 
Messrs. .1. II. Brodie, J. .1. Cater, Gas- 
pard Farrer, E. A. lloare, Henry J. !>. 
Kendall, J. .1. Kingsford and Frederic 
Lubbock.

ing. 

The chairman said: 
the adoption of the report, 1 should like 
to say that I read in one of the daily 
financial papers the other day this re- 
mark: " One naturally looks lo the re- 
port of the Bank of British North Amer- 
ica for evidence corroborating other signs 
of prosperity in Canada," nnd I think 
this statement a not unjustifiable one. 
Our balance sheets do indeed reflect the 
prosperity of the country, and the expan- 
sion that luiH taken place in this respect 
during the year. If you will compare 
the balance sheets up to December 81, 
1808, with the second half of 1897, you 
will find the figures very much larger; 
the total assets at the close of 1808 being 
£5,038,081, as ngiiiust £5,120,002, or over 
half 11 million more, and there is 1111 in- 
crease in almost all the other items. De- 
posit and current accounts have risen 
from £2,1510,000 to £2,583.000, the note 
circulation £25:1,100 to £108,100, and the 
hills discounted from £1,242.000 to 
£l,40fi,000. On the other hand, we 
have a very large amount of cash nt the 
banks, the total hcUig £1,051,000, u« 



against £917,000, but that of course de- 
pends when the balance is struck. Bills 
receivable, etc., were slightly lower for 
the half-year elided December 31, com- 
pared with a similar period last year, 
the totals being £3,072,000, as against 
£3,024,000, while the profit <,r the half- 
| year ended December:!! last was £38,000, 
as compared with £31,000 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1807. The business, 
' ns I have already said, has expanded, 
and the trade of Canada seems from all 
accounts likely to continue very good 
for some little while to come, at any rate. 
There is not much to tell about the 
branches. Competition remains, as it 
always has been, very keen, but we are 
thoroughly well able to hold our own, 
and we have added to these branches by 
opening one ut Midland, at the southeast 
end of Georgian Bay, apparently a very 
rising place. It has a magnificent har- 
bor — so good, in fact, that ships drawing 
20 feet can come up to the wharves, ami 
it is said that if necessary the depth 
could be increased. The town is not 
very far from Toronto, at which place 
the bunking business has hitherto been 
chiefly done, so that the opening of this 
branch will be giving customers facilities 
mi the snot. The chief trade of the 
place is timber, being the centre of the 
lumber district, but there are also two 
elevators, n grist mill, and it is also con- 
templated by people there to start a lino 
of steamers to Pilluth. As regards the 
branches in the West, by which 1 mean 
the far West, Mr. Honre from this chair 
gave you last, year an interesting account 
of our opening at. Dawson Oitv. end had 
said we had dnne it with a considerable 
amount of hesitation. I run glad to any, 
however, that the returns, ns far nn we 
have received them, are quite jib satkfae- 



: tiny as we expected, and it is more than 
i probable that we shall not have to appro- 
1 priate the amount that be thought neces- 
sary in view of the very uncertain ex- 
penditure in opening a branch there. We 
have got a wooden building at Dawson 
City, and I am told it is one of the best: 
of its kind in the neighborhood. We 
very nearly came to be burnt out there 
I recently, the lire coining. 1 believe, to 
I within four houses of our building, but 
I thnnks to the very well known energy of 
I the Canadian police force, we were 
I saved from what would have been a great 
j inconvenience, and I can only say the 
I bank is very thankful to the force for the 
way they stopped the lire. The manager 
nt Dawson City remains hopeful. Every 
one admits there is a great amount of 
gold there, and the question is how long 
it will last, and how long it will take to 
get it out. The present means adopted 
are doubtless of a primitive nature, but 
I am sure that, before long the energy of 
tile Canadians will give facilities by 
which machinery and appliances can be 
forwarded to the gold districts much 
more readily than now, nnd then we shall 
be able to judge as to their future. All 
accounts, however, agree that there is a 
large amount of gold there. You heard 
at the last meeting that we had arranged 
to close the Sandon branch, and we have 
also closed the branch at Slocan City;

The 
second tells of the practical abandon- 
ment of the Minook district and the mi- 
gration of the population en masse to 
the upper Koyukuk. The third treats of 
the decision of u majority of the Klon- 
dike claim owners to make their clean- 
up this spring n secret one; and the 
fourth relates to the return of the lirst 
of the investigating committees sent to 
the BUPposed boundary monuments resur- 
rected by u party of Russian Finns work- 
ing 100 miles or more to the east of 
Dawson. 

The third of the series of expensive 
fires, above referred to, occurred in the 
same block as its predecessor, on the 
Dawson waterfront, originating in the 
California restaurant, owned by Miller & 
Cuira.ll, located directly opposite the 
Pioneer saloon. The primary cause is 
believed to have been a defective stove- 
pipe. The firemen made a quid: response 
to the alarm and both the chemical en- 
gine and the steamer did excellent ser- 
vice. It was ten minutes, however, be- 
fore water could be got from the frozen 
river, and in ten minutes much property 
can in Dawson be converted into smoke 
aaid ashes. 

The light was n hard one, but the 
brigade under Chief Fletcher had it well 
in hand despite the cold weather that 
made any contact with the streams ex- 
tremely dangerous. On of the firemen 
had his himds and feet frozen; the 
others luckily escaped serious injury al- 
though several worked through the lire in 
soaked garments stiffened into ice which 
had to be melted to be removed.. The 
losses on property aggregated about 
$1<3J500 and on stock $3,500, the individ- 
ual figures under the former heading 
being:

Johnson, McGuugh & Burt saved a 
portion of their stock, as did Anderson 
Bros. Carrall & Miller of the California 
restaurant not only lost: all their belong- 
ings, but with Mrs. Miller were badly 
burned, Carrall so seriously that it is 
feared he will not a-ecover. Etc stag- 
gered out of the Udzing building and 
disregarding his serious burns undertook 
to assist the firemen, in the 'excitement 
failing to take into account, the severity 
of the cold. Now he is at the Sisters' 
hospital so badly frozen as well as burn- 
ed that his donlth is looked for almost 
hourly. Jlis firmi lost, in addition to 
their building, equipments and stock, 
$300 in caslu 

It is significant of the 'confidence of 
Dnwsoninns 3n -the future of their city 
that within an hour after the departure 
of the firemen from the ground the work 
of rebuilding was commenced. 

Minook — the much heralded Greater 
Klondike of the American side — has 
proved itself a ipipe-dream, to quote the 
expressive slang of Frank Malone, who 
reached Dawson from that locality on 
the 7th instant. The winter population 
at the camp numbered somel,500 souls, 
all of them are now convinced of the 
worthlessness of the creek and prepar- 
ing to join in the exodus to the upper 
Koyiikuk. 

The excellent prospects of this region 
were fnily described by two of its pio- 
neers in the Colonist, a fortnight ago; 
and all that then was written Malone's 
story confirms. Gold runs from .'10 to 
75 eentH a pan on innumerable creeks, 
T>0 cents being a fair average, and al- 
ready several stampedes of respectable 
proportions have taken place from points 
on the Yukon. 

There is keen interest taken also in re- 
ports from Independence creek, where 
at last reliable accounts a tenderfoot bud 
strnck phenomenally rich surface dirt. 
Circle City is described by Malone as 
"duller than flitch water," while Fugle. 
Seventy Mile and Fifty Mile are classed 
as '"bad enough but not too bad." 

Of the 02 stores and 15 saloons doing 
a lively business at Minook a year ago. 
only three saloons are now open — and one 
of these is conducted by Capt. Mayo, 
who also represents the A. C. C. 

And thus is (he end of Minook the 
much praised— Minook, "the greater 
Klondike." 

As to the prospects for a big output of 
Klondike gold this year— Dawson and 
his companions agree that they are ex- 
cellent. There will be little talking done, 
however, they say; you can be safe in 
multiplying what n claim owner tells you 
by two, instead of dividing it, as last 
year. The big claim owr.sra have got 
together and agreed to make the clean-up 
as secret as possible. They have some 
scheme in view to cheat the royalty, but 
just what : it is of course no claim owner 
is going to talk about. 

There are now 13,000 placer claims on 
record at Dawson, and of those no fewer 
than r>,<K)0 have been worked this season, 
•if against less than 1,200 last year. 
This in itself should mean an 1800 output 
double in value that of 1808. 

At the Yukon capital the work of prob- 
ing the iniquities of officialdom goes mer- 
rily f<»rward. The Nugget is now mak- 
ing a vigorous attack upon the late gold 
commissioner, Fitwcett, charging ' him 
with having given both claims and exclu 
sive privileges to which no one was en 
titled, to "Big Alec" McDonald. In 
view of Commissioner Ogilvio's decision 
that the lease of water-front property to 
McDonald is null and void, several seiz- 
ures have already been made on the 



property in question, and " Big Alec " 
will find plenty of business on his hands 
when he returns to " the city," whither 
lie is now hastening. 

.lust before the just-arrived trio left 
Dawson, one of the party sent to investi- 
gate the story of the Russian Finns, of 
an ancient boundary monument found 
100 miles to the east, returned with a pre- 
liminary report. The mound was there, 
he said, and there was an inscription of 
some kind upon it. It could only be 
read, however, by an expert, and such a 
man was not to lie found in the camp. 

An employee of the Alaska Commercial 
Company volunteered his services as a 
former attache of the Russian engineer- 
ing corps in Siberia, and the messenger 
returned with him to the scene of the 
strange discovery. • 

The Selwyu district is reported by the 
men fresh from the trail ns practically 
deserted, while at Dawson the police 
have a case on hand that bus thus far 
bullied all their ingenuity. A miner 
named Thomas Marsh was struck on the 
head with a bludgeon one chilly evening 
in early March and relieved of u $500 
sack. The question for the police to 
solve is who has the dust.
